82 Producers Yield 5,297 
Ounces More In ‘36 Than 
290 Producers Found In ‘35 


El] Dorado County, with a produc- 
tion of $1,988,735, ranks seventh 
among the counties of the state in the 
production of gold for 1936, according 
to figures released during the week by. 
John W. Finch, director, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Mines. 


Eighty-two producers, including lode 
mines, placer properties and prospec- 
tors, turned in 56,821 fine ounces of 
gold during the year. 

This was an increase of 5,297 fine 
ounces over the county’s production of 
51,524.81 fine ounces in 1935 when a 
total of 290 operators reported and the 
gold production of the county was $1,- 
803,368. 

Thus, with fewer operators and pros- 
pectors in the field during 1936, their 
joint returns gave the county an in- 
crease of $185,367 in value of produc- 
tion over the year before. 

The county rated fifth among the 
counties of the state in gold produc- 
tion in 1935 with Nevada leading at 
$8,785,099; Sacramento with $3,983,985; 
Amador with $2,614,235 and Yuba with 
1,806,355. 

It is interesting to note that gold pro- 
duction in these counties also advanc- 
ed during 1936, along with that in El 
Dorado County, and Nevada County’s 
production for 1936 was $9,897,265, fol- 
lowed by Sacramento with $3,660,125; 
Amador with $3,402.350; Calaveras with

DRINKING BY MINORS NEAR 
DANCES TO RESULT IN ARRESTS, 
OFFICIALS WARN 


Requesting the widest publicity 
the end that all parties may be in- 
formed, county and state enforcement 
officers on Wednesday called attention 
to a recent ruling by Attorney General 
Webb, in which he holds that the 
“premises” as mentioned in Section 61 
of the state liquor control act, may be 
construed to be the land adjoining or 
contiguous to a place where liquor is 
sold. 

Officials report there has been some 
complaint of promiscuous drinking by 
minors at county dances and that the 
proprietors of dance establishments, 
when questioned about the maiter, 
have explained that the minors bougnt 
the liquor elsewhere and consumed it 
outside the dance hall. 

It was indicated that in view of the 
interpretation given the section by the 
Attorney General, state and loca) offi- 
cials will proceed under Section 61 of 
the act vigorously to halt drinking by 
minors. 

J. W. Caswell, state liquor inspector 
for this district, reports that there is 
some apparent abuse of off-sale li- 
censes but that holders of off-sale li- 
censes are, (in general), co-operating 


to 


‘under the terms of their license. 


In a few instances, he states, where 
it is obviously the intention, under the 
law, that liquor purchased from an 
off-sale license would be taken home 
before being consumed, there is evi- 
dence that purchasers are stepping 
outside the door and breaking the 
bottle open. 

This, he states, defeats the purposes 
, Of the off-sale license and is an abuse 
of the law which may require addai- 
tional regulation to correct, if such 
correction is not made voluntafily by 
the licensee.

Senator Johnson Objects To 
Immediate Action On Supreme 
Court Nomination

WASHINGTON (LP) —President Roo- 
sevelt today sent to the Senate the 
nomination of Senator Hugo L. Black, 
D., Alabama, to fill the Supreme Court 
vacancy created by retirement of As- 
sociate Justice Willis Van Devanter. 

The nomination caught the Senate 
by surprise although there had been 
a feeling that an appointment would 
follow quickly upon completion of con- 
gressional action on the lower court 
reform bill—the substitute measure 
hacked out of the wreckage of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s Supreme Court reor- 
ganization bill. Congress finished ac- 
tion on that bill yesterday and the 
measure was transmitted to the White 
House for Mr. Roosevelt’s signature. 
But Senator Hiram wW. Johnson, R., 
California, objected. 

Garner then announced to the Sen- 
ate that Black had been nominated. 

Echoes of the bitter Supreme Court 
enlargement fight were heard almost 
immediately. 

Senator Edward R. Burke, D., Ne- 
braska, leader of the fight against Mr. 
Roosevelt’s plan, was informed of the 
nomination and indicated that he 
would object to immediate confirma- 
tion of Black. 

However, Senator William E. Borah, 
R., Idaho, told reporters he would “not

PARIS (i)—The dedication of a 
monument near Chateau-Thierry and 
Belleau commemorating the heroism 
of American soldiers will be an out- 
standing event of the “Third A. E. F.” 
which is expected to bring 10,000 Am- 
erican veterans to Paris in September. 

The monument, designed by Dr. Paul 
Cret of Philadelphia, is a memorial to 
the bravery of 300,000 solidiers and the 
sacrifice of 64,000 who were wounded 
or killed.
